And Andrew Jackson, when 
John C. Calhoun attempted the 
policy of interposition and invoked 
states rights, informed him the 
Union and its sovereignty would 
be preserved if he had to send 
' §0,000 troops there to do it and 
arrest and hang Calhoun as a 
traitor. 


Jefferson was no stand-patter. 
And no one ever suggested such 
about Old Hickory.

Much Talk 


“There is much talk these 
days,” he said, in a recent speech, 
“about ‘states rights’. The term 
seems to have a variety of mean- 
ings, depending on who is doing 
the talking. I believe,” he con- 
tinued, “there are areas of serv- 
ice where the states should, have 
the full responsibility, and that it 
would be a good thing for the 
country if the governmental do- 
mains of the states and the na- 
tional government were more 
clearly delineated. This, how- 
ever, can never be easy to ac- 
complish.” 


There followed these pertinent 
and bold paragraphs. 


“So when we think of ‘states 
rights’ we should bear in mind 
that the paramount American 
democratic concern historically 
has been for the rights of people 
rather than the rights of govern- 
ment, whether national or state. 
And I submit that the measure of 
worth of any level of American 
government is the degree to 
which it approaches that goal... . 


“Just as it should not meddle 
where individuals or private in- 
terests are doing the job weil, 
so should government never hesi- 
tate to act boldly and imagina- 
tively in those fields where in- 
dividuals are unable or unwilling 
to get the necessary job done. 


People’s Business 


“Government is the people’s 
business. As such, it must be 
dedicated to the public interest. 
And the public interest can never 
be measured by the sum total 
of the special interests, 


“Government should be a dy- 
namic and creative force in our 
society, not a disinterested by- 
stander or a blind referee or a 
passive status quo caretaker, for 
the American people will always 
be a dynamic people with ever- 
changing needs.”

Explosions 
Split Hotel, 
6 Are Killed 


ALLENTOWN, Pa. (#—A series 
of violent gas explosions tore 
apart a century-old hotel early 
Sunday, killing six persons at- 
tracted to the scene. 

The victims w on the 
first floor porch of the 120-year- 
old Mountaville Hotel when gas- 
fed flames leaped out of a gaping 
hole in the street directly at them. 


Before they could flee the blaz- 
ing sheet of fire, the 50-foot-high 
flames engulfed the building just 
as it was split savagely by an 
underground blast. The ancient 
structure of brick and stone col- 
lapsed. 


15 INJURED 


least fifteen persons were 
by the fire that resulted, and 
fromthe falling debris. They, too, 
had stood too close watching the 
burning gas explode in the street. 


Tragic though the blasts were, 
officials said the death toll could 
have been as high as 50 had the 
initial explosion come. inside the 
hotel instead of first ripping a hole 
in Fifth St. at Emmaus Ave. The 
blast scene is on the outskirts of 
this southeastern Pennsylvania 
community 40 miles from Phila- 
delphia. 


BAR PATRONS FLEE 


Most of the 50 patrons in the 
hotel’s bar dashed outside at the 
sound of the first violent roar. The 
hotel long has been nothing more 
than a tavern-restaurant. Its sec- 
ond floor was used as a residence 
by the owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Andresack. 


It was Mrs. Andresack, actually, 
that started the lucky and swift 
exodus from her place moments 
before the main blew up in the 
street.

On Berlin

PARIS—The United States, Brit- 
ain and France Sunday night re- 
jected the Soviet Union’s proposals 
for the future of Berlin with an 
uncompromising ‘“‘no.”’ 


The three foreign ministers re- 
affirmed the determination of their 
governments to maintain their 
position and their rights in West 
Berlin. 


These rights specifically includ- 
ed ‘“‘the right of free access” to 
the city, the communique said. 
This phrase was interpreted as 
warning the Soviet Union against 
imposing another blockade of the 
Western sectors. 


The Soviet Union’s proposed 
repudiation of its obligations in 
Berlin and substitution of officials 
of the German Democratic Re- 
public, Russia’s satellite state in 
East Germany, also were sum- 
marily rejected by Secretary of 
State Dulles, Foreign Secretary 
Lloyd and Foreign Minister Couve 
De Murville. 


The statement was issued after 
a day of discussion. Heinrich Von 
Brentano, foreign minister of West 
Germany, and Willy’ Brandt, 
mayor of West Berlin, participated 
in the talks. 

The statement is a preliminary 
answer to the proposals for Berlin 
made by Premier Khrushchev on 
Nov. 27. As such it represents a 
diplomatic victory for Chancellor

Is With the Drones 


“A reorganization and the institution 
of new procedures are sorely needed in 
the State Revenue Department.” 

Thus began a statement yesterday by 
Dixon Oxford, designated as next com- 
missioner of revenue by Gov.-elect Van- 
diver to succeed T. V. Williams Sr. It well 
might be classified as the understatement 
of the year. In fact, it might compete for 
that honor with an earlier statement by 
Mr. Vandiver himself that public confi- 
dence in some phases of administration of 
state government has been lost. 

Mr. Oxford does deserve some kind 
of award for candor, though. Morale in 
the revenue agency is at a very low ebb 
with rumors of rather huge cuts in the 
department’s payroll. This the next com- 
missioner confirms in these words: 

“The department is lopsided with use- 
less and nonessential employes which 
must and will be cut down next year in 
order to economize and effect maximum 
efficiency.” 

But, he adds, “The honest, hard-work- 
ing, productive employes have nothing to 
fear. However, I suggest that the nones- 
sential personnel, who must be aware of 
their uselessness, make preparation to 
resign or be discharged.” 

That, of course, leaves it up to the in- 
dividual. Employes know whether they 
have done essential jobs and whether they 
have done them well. The political hang- 
ers-on who have been on the department 
payroll as drones and for their value as 
politicians know their own identity. They 
are now given the opportunity to save 
face by resigning. The conscientious merit 
system employe should have little to fear. 

The Vandiver administration faces the 
necessity of economizing. Certainly the 
place to start is to eliminate the political 
job holders who do little except feed at 
the public trough. Let the exodus begin 
soon and let it be complete. 

Mr. Oxford asks for cooperation in 
“my resolve and determination to insti- 
tute honesty, economy and efficiency in 
the State Revenue Department.” We 
might add that if this objective and sim- 
ilar objectives in all other departments 
can be carried out, cooperation will be 
accompanied by the loudest cheers from 
tax-weary Georgians in many and many 
a year.

The industrial cup is bubbling mer- 
rily in the city of Jackson for the second 
successive Christmas season. 

Last year about this time negotiations 
were completed with Gateway Luggage 
Co. for establishment of a plant. Now 
comes word of another industrial plum. 

A large building will be constructed 
to house the Kym Co., a garment maru- 
facturing concern that has outgrown its 
present quarters at Jackson. Plans are in 
the works for almost doubling the firm’s 
production capacity and adding a num- 
ber of workers. 

The growth of industrial activity at 
Jackson speaks well for community lead- 
ers and their organized efforts to bring 
new business to Butts County and to en- 
courage expansion of existing plants.

A Southern Economist 


Takes Look at South 


In all this talk of economic progress 
and prosperity in the South, it is a good 
idea to remind ourselves of our relative 
Standing with the rest of the nation. 


Southern families, even after 15 years 
of national prosperity, still earn only 
two-thirds as much as other Americans. 
Writing in a recent issue of “Georgia 
Business,” Economist William H. Nich- 
olls of Vanderbilt University says indus- 
trial development can help remedy the 
situation but cannot do the job alone. 


The main income lag, says Prof. 
Nicholls, is among white and Negro farm 
residents and nonfarm Negroes. He says 
a consistent and coordinated set of pub- 
lic policies must be put into practice be- 
fore the South’s income can catch up 
with the national average. He estimates 
there are a million “underemployed” 
farm families needing assistance. 


Too many Southern families still are 
trying to make a living on small, eco- 
nomically unprofitable farms. Farming, 
he says, should be reorganized on a 
larger scale, more diversified and more 
efficient basis, and more credit should be 
extended to finance farm modernization. 
Not every county can bring in a major 
industry and large numbers of “surplus 
farm people” will continue to move to 
other areas in search of jobs. 

To help with industry, Dr. Nicholls 
suggests expansion of power facilities; im- 
proved federal labor-market information; 
greater financial backing for state in- 
-@ustrial-development commissions; more 
) waid to education; nonfarm vo- 
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cational training, health and library facil- 
ities in rural areas; and federal policies 
favoring location of defense plants in 
rural areas. 


Development of intensive farm enter- 
prises and expanded services by the U.S. 
Employment Service to help rural people 
qualify for and find industrial jobs is 
recommended. 


At any rate, the region should con- 
tinue to seek the reason for its income 
differential with the rest of the nation. 
Applying scientific remedies will erase 
it and increase greatly the region’s pros- 
perity.

Unwelcome Neighbors 


Directors of the Lakewood Junior 
Chamber of Commerce deserve commen- 
dation for théir forthright stand against 
proposed construction of a Ku Klux Klan 
meeting hall next door to Lester Brewer 
Elementary School. 


In fact, Lakewood Jaycee leaders made 
it quite plain they do not want a Klan 
building anywhere in that community. 

As pointed out in the protest, activities 
of the Klan as well as actions of some of 
its individual members have been in op- 
position to beliefs of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce at local, state and na- 
tional levels. 


The latter organization stands for de- 
cency and progress. The Kluxers’ move- 
ment has a long and ugly record rife with 
the opposite. 


Lakewood Jaycees did well to speak 
out as they did. Other civic-minded 
groups sincerely interested in the con- 
structive development of their commu- 
nity should take similar action. 


It is difficult to conceive of a worse 
neighbor than a Kluxers’ headquarters in 
any environment and especially in the 
vicinity of a school or church. 


Will Funny Bone Put 
You in Who’s Who? 


Laughter is a precious commodity of 
which our civilization has precious little. 


What tickles a man’s funny bone has 
been the subject of much inquiry, some 
scholarly. One Harvard professor who has 
studied laughter has concluded that laugh- 
ter is a barometer of man’s social status: 
The more you laugh, the higher your 
status. 


History seems to support his conten- 
tion. Wasn’t the court jester in days of 
yore the favorite of milady and king 
and queen alike? 


Probably laughter is the worst enemy 
of the totalitarian state. A state that pur- 
ports to practice thought control must 
also control laughter, and how do vou go 
about suppressing a giggle or a guffaw? 

A society that forgets how to laugh 
is in for a rough time. A man who finds 
it difficult to laugh is the saddest creature 
in creation. 


Laughter may be a barometer of so- 
cial standing, but it also is God’s gift to 
man, the one thing he cannot do without 
if he is to remain sane. Nations have 
their differences, but they have laughter 
in common. 


“Laugh, for the whole world laughs 
with you,” and if you don’t, your funny 
bone might be showing.

The City of Atlanta recently received 
notable recognition for its outstanding 
public school program.

‘American Ambassador Bullitt in 1935 
Saw Through Deceptive Designs of Reds’ 


Searcy, Ark. — How truly do 
the following words, concerning 
the Communists, from Ambassa- 
dor Bullitt apply to the present 
situation. These were sent from 
Moscow July 19, 1935: 


“Contrary to the comforting be- 
lief which the French now cher- 
ish, it is my conviction that there 
has been no decrease in the de- 
termination of the Soviet govern- 
ment to produce world revolu- 
tion. Diplomatic relations with 
friendly states are not regarded 
by the Soviet government as nor- 
mal friendly relations but ‘armis- 
tice’ relations and it is the con- 
viction of the leaders of the So- 
viet Union that this ‘armistice’ 
can not possibly be ended by a 
definitive peace but only by a re- 
newal of battle. 


“If this basic postulate of the 
Soviet government is understood, 
there is little or nothing in So- 
viet domestic or foreign policy 
that is not clear. 

“I feel sure that the depart- 
ment must have received many 
reports that the Soviet govern- 
ment has abandoned the idea of 
world revolution and that the con- 
victions I have expressed above 
may seem ill-founded. I can only 
say that my own observations, 
without exception, have convinced 
me of the accuracy of my state- 
ments. I have yet to converse 
with a single leader of the Soviet 
Union who has not expressed his 
belief in the necessity of world 
revolution.”” (Foreign Relations 
of the United States: The Soviet 
Union, 1933-1939. pp. 224-225.) 

In spite of the clear statements 
of the Communists that they are 
at war with the rest of the world 
and that they are determined to 
conquer the rest of the world, 
and in spite of their actions, both 
before and since Bullitt wrote this 
report, there are those who still 
think one can negotiate with the 
Communists.

Let Budget-Makers 
Initiate ‘Plan A’ 


WASHINGTON—Countless minds of a steel- 


leapt backward in horror from any implied obligation even to un- 
derstand, much less to report upon, any kind of budget—federal, 
state, county, city or personal. He never met a payroll. 


All the same, it is conceivable 
that even the most ignorant in this 
field can occasionally stumble 
upon some idea that might be of 
help to the sturdy characters who 
are trying so wistfully to re- 
duce federal spending. 

Such a modest proposal is here 
offered and by unanimous consent 
it will hereafter be known simply 
as Plan A. 

Plan A _ would entail noth- 
ing less than the cruel and im- 
mediate discharge of the thou- 
sands — sometimes it seems it 
really must be millions — of 
young women who answer the 
telephones of the male federal 
bureaucrats. 

No one inexperienced in the 
technique of getting a federal of- 
ficial on the telephone — pérsonal- 
ly in his personal voice — can 
readily imagine what a vast in- 
dustry Washington telephone-an- 
swering has become. One rings up 
the department of so and so and 
asks for John Jones, who is a fair- 
ly important gent there. 

The first answerer replies in a 
throaty whisper which may or 
may not be in Greek or Hindus- 
tani. What she is saying, in any 
language, is that she will transfer 
you to “information.’’ 

There is a peculiar half-buzzing, 
half-ringing noise for a while and 
then a yoice comes on from the 
young woman who is in charge of 
the information end of the tele- 
phone.

score. I met a business executive who claims 20,000 cards bearing his 
name are mailed each Christmas and that his list grows by sev- 
eral thousand names each 12-month period. 


Most of us, however, wish only 
to send a few well-chosen cards 
to a few well-chosen friends and 
we have no particular desire to 
pile high the cards we receive in 
order to impress our friends or 
to distress those whose lists are 
not as long. 


Greeting cards were introduced 
in England in the 1840s, a little 
more than a century ago. They 
are said to have been preceded 
by the elaborately drawn and elo- 
quently worded greetings which 
schoolboys, who were away from 
home, prepared for their parents 
as expressions of love and inci- 
dentally as evidences of the pro- 
ficiency they had acquired in the 
second ‘‘R’’—’riting. 

By the 1870s, when the sending 
of cards was well established in 
England, the custom was intro- 
duced in America. That it might 
flourish as it now does could 
hardly have seemed possible to 
the enterprising printers! 

Some weary addressers of 
Christmas cards may feel this is 
one good custom—if I may use 
Tennyson’s glowing words for my 
small purpose—that seems likely 
to corrupt the world. At least 
many a person, as he rests his 
weary writing hand, wonders if

he has not become a dupe and 
slave to custom. 

How can this highly commer- 
cialized custom become spiritual- 
ized? My first suggestion is that 
the cards ought to reflect the gen- 
uine spirit of Christmas. Some 
cards are both irrelevant and ir- 
reverent; others are ribald, saucy 
or disgusting. Those cards which 
possess real sentiment and ap- 
peal get beneath shallow super- 
ficialities and proclaim the an- 
gels’ message of peace on earth, 
good will to men. 

My second suggestion is that the 
cards we send may become true 
witnesses of our faith in Christ, 
bridges of faith between the 
hearts of distant friends. 

Dr. Charles W. Elliott wrote 
these words to be inscribed on 
the walls of the post office build- 
ing in our nation’s capital: 
“Messenger of sympathy and 
love . . . Servant of parted friends 
. . . Consoler of the lonely... 
Bond of the scattered family . . 
Enlarger of the common life.’’ If 
our cards are dispatched in the 
spirit of these words, then the ex- 
change of greetings at Christmas 
always will be a delight and a 
blessing and never a burdensome 
chore.

From my earliest days of re- 
membering, those simple words 
of the lovely old song wove a 
magic scene in the innermost re- 
cesses of my being, forever to be 
sacred and set apart. 


My longing to visit that blessed 
shrine grew to be an obsession 
that filled even my sleeping 
hours. In my dreams I flew night- 
ly to little Bethlehem, tucked 
away in the far-off hills of Judea. 
Her hallowed streets were washed 
in silvery starlight, and venturing 
on noiseless shoes to the very en- 
trance of the manger grotto, my 
heart was filled with wonder at 
the glories I saw there. 


But in morning sunlight my 
mother would smile at my rapt 
expression and, with sympathetic 
understanding, pat my dark, 
braided head.

There was a peculiar power)

This was one time of year when 
I was never hurried off to bed, 
and in a delirium of joy, played 
on as long as I wished, after 
everyone else had found rest 
(under thick winter blankets.

Saturday. Orr, of course, was the 
speedy Steeler having such an ex- 
citing television day against the 
Chicago Cardinals. He hauled in 
six passes for 205 yards and three 
touchdowns, one scoring maneuver 
covering 72 yards. 


This exhilirating afternoon’s work 
increased Jimmy’s output to 32 com- 
pletions, 910 yards and seven touch- 
downs, the Yards being 26 more than Nickel amassed in 30 more 


catches six years ago. 


And don’t think the Pittsburgh folks aren't appreciative. Coach 
Buddy Parker publicly calls him one of the finest aerial prospects 
to hit the NFL, and passer Bobby Layne finds him a gratifying 
target.

. “There’s no doubt about it,” Orr said, “Parker is a tre- 
* mendous football coach. And Layne certainly deserves a lot of 
* credit for my pass-catching success. 


: “I doubt if anybody ever caught from a better passer than 
Bobby. He mixes ’em up like a baseball pitcher, using different 
‘speed and arch to fit the situation.” 


However, everybody isn’t happy about Orr’s stunning rookie 
accomplishments. They classify him with the smog in Los Angeles. 
After the Rams drafted and signed him, Coach Sid Gillman chose 
to release him before the regular season started. Gillman has lived 
to regret that decision. 


For obvious reasons, Ed Kiely, the Steelers’ publicity director, 
was not at all reluctant to lead a telephone discussion on Orr’ s 
exploits.

“‘He’s in a good spot to be rookie of the year,” the enthusiastic 
Kiely said. ‘He finished stronger than any of the contenders. It’s 
an amazing thing, too. Jimmy is practically a pygmy. among the 
ends in this league. He is only six feet tall and weighs 180 pounds, 
and most of them are as big as basketball.centers up here. 

“Lane calls him one of the best ends. He virtually beat four 


teams himself, including the Chicago Bears, against whom he made 
two spectacular catches.” 


How is Orr overcoming his size handicap? 


“He has terrific speed,’’ Kiely responded. “It helps him get 
open easily. And he has a wonderful gift for catching the ball. He 
also is our best punter.” 

All this, it must be noted, couldn’t have happened to a nicer 
guy. James Edward Orr was a scholar, gentleman and quite an 
athlete long before going to Pittsburgh. 


“He’s a real fine boy,’’ Georgia’s Johnny Rauch agreed Sunday. 
“All of our coaches are extremely proud of him. 


“You know he came out for football without a scholarship. 
He had been at Clemson on a basketball scholarship and trans- 
ferred. The next spring he asked for a chance to play. He made 
such a good showing Coach (Wallace) Butts put him on schol- 
arship. He never regretted it. 


“What makes Orr such an outstanding receiver? He always had 
a natural knack for getting open. It was a sense of timing. And he 
has a real good pair of hands. 


“Jimmy started fast in college, but he had ‘just average overall 
speed. It’s possible his speed has increased with maturity. I know 
Dan Edwards developed more speed in pro ball. 


“Then, too, they play a more wide open game. They figure out 
an individual’s best talents, and concentrate on them. But you have 
to develop an all-round player under college football’s limited 
substitution rules.” 


Orr concurs with his former coach’s analysis. 


“The biggest difference I see between college and pro ball 
is that the professionals play a more individual game. You 
work on individual skills. I’m sure I have increased my speed 

~ by constant practice. 


“Being able to analyze the defenses is an important factor in 
becoming an effective pass receiver. Just catching the ball, though, 
is the main thing.”

Orr’s determination quickly Impressed old pro quarterback 
Layne. The ex-Texas great recalls one game when Orr was sand- 
wiched between a linebacker and another defensive back. They 
unloaded on him. 


“‘After hearing the sickening thud,’ Layne said, ‘‘I rushed over 
and Jimmy was out. When he came around, the first question he 
asked was: ‘Did I catch the ball?’ I answered yes and he said, ‘I'll 
be back in a play.’ And he was.” 


“Next to Layne, Orr was our most valuable player,” Kiely added. 
"If another end we were counting on hadn’t been injured badly 
before the season, we would have won the division.

Atlantan’s 
‘ Jail Death 
Is Probed 


The Fulton County coroner’s of- 
fice is investigating the death of 
a 32-year-old Atlantan who died 
Sunday while locked in the city 
jail on a drunk charge. 


Coroner T. E. Compton said an 
inquest will be held Monday into 
the death of Horace S. Single- 
ton, of 120 Piedmont Ave., SE. 


Officer F. B. Pennington, turn- 
key said. “While making a rou- 
tine check of prisoners on the 
fourth floor, I saw Mr. Single- 
ton seemed to be not breathing. 
I checked his pulse and could 
find none.” 


Station Capt. W. M. Riley said 
Singleton was removed to Grady 
Hospital where he was pro 
nounced dead. 


Officer H. A. Cronon arrested 
Singleton earlier at the hospi- 
tal. Cronon said he was brought 
to the hospital in a drunken con- 
dition by a friend. 


“He was treated by a doctor,” 
Cronon related. “After he was 
treated, his friend could not be 
located to take him home.” 


“I booked him with drunk, and 
called the wagon,”’ Cronon said. 
“All of a sudden he got up and 
started to walk around. I was 
occupied at this time with a vio- 
lent prisoner. My back was 
turned to him — (Singleton). I 
told him to go sit down. He start- 
ed toward the chair. He lost 
his balance, fell backwards, hit 
his head on the floor. He was 
immediately carried to a room 
and examined by the same doc- 
tor. After the examination, the 
doctor told me that he was ready 
to go to jail... .”
